RESISTANCE MANAGEMENT

Thesis Fungicide is in the Group 3 class fungicides. The mode of action of Thesis
Fungicide is as a demethylation inhibitor of sterol biosynthesis (DMI), which disrupts
membrane synthesis by blocking demethylation. Fungal pathogens can develop
resistance to products with the same mode of action when used repeatedly. Because
resistance development cannot be predicted, use of this product should conform to
resistance management strategies established for the crop and use area.
